Warmer Says Eden Produck or Samples 
Tampered Wl'I'h; Orders Impounding 
Of Cans, and Chemical Analysis 


A specter of scandal which has lurked in the shadows, 
even since the Eden Oil company fight began, stalked boldly 
into the open today. 

It was dragged into daylight by Superior Judge Ben¬ 


jamin F. Warmer of San Bernardino, who is here to decide 
whether the* Eden company sup-< 
nlied the county with muddy road 
oil or whether test samples which 
started the controversy were “doc¬ 
tored.” 

Judge Warmer introduced the 
specter late yesterday in these 
words: 

I “I don’t believe you can escape 
I from the conclusion from the testi¬ 
mony that cither someone doctored 
the oil, or someone doctored the 
' samples,” he asserted, ordering all 
. samples impounded and tested by 
an independent chemist. 

1 “I don’t know of a more de- 
I spicahle thing than to do either 
: of those things. One is strictly 
] criminal and I think the other is 
j too. 

' “The district attorney should set 
loose all the forces at his com¬ 
mand to see if there isn’t some- 
: thing criminal in this case.”

! rests, a false arrest suit, a libel 
suit and several other battles en¬ 
sued because of the charges and 
the reference to the fact that Don 
Jerome, a partner in the Eden 
firm, was a .son of W. C. Jerome, 
then running for re-election as 
supervisor. 

Both the Eden attorneys. Lew 
W. Blodget and Charles Swanner, 
and the countys’ attorneys, B. Z' 

McKinney and District Attorney 
W. F. Menton, expressed satisfac¬ 
tion at the judge’s order for com¬ 
plete tests. 

Crude Oil Test 

They agreed that the California 
Institute of Technology laborator¬ 
ies should make the tests and 
should supervise the making and 
preparation of samples now held 
by the road departmnet. They 
also agreed with Judge Warmer 
that a Los Angeles chemist, under 
directions of the CalTech labora¬ 
tory, should obtain samples of 
Huntington Beach crude oil whic^i 
is the raw material for the road 
oil.

CALLS 200 FUNDS ASKED RIVALS ASIDE 


One of Nature’s rarest floral 
sights -that of a century plant 
sending out the blossom which will 
bring its own death -was afforded 
Santa Anans today at the F. C. 
Blauer nursery, 1.S06 North Spur¬ 
geon street. 

From the clump of barbed 
spears which form the plant’s base 
has shot up a tall, straight stalk, 
now more than 20 feet in height. 
It has commenced sending outside 
branches with buils which in time 
will open. 


F. C. Blauer, owner of the nurs¬ 
ery, said today that anyone wish¬ 
ing to see the plant is welcome. 
It Is expected that It will take 
three or four weeks for the plant 
to come Into full bloom, and that 
the blossoms will remain most of 
the ,summer. 

F’lant experts say that the cen¬ 
tury plant blooms but once, and 
then the entire plant dies. The 
plant now blooming has been at 
the nursery for five years, but was 
very old when It was actjuired.

WASHINGTON. (/Pt —The house 
rivers and harbors committee yes¬ 
terday sent to congress a bill set¬ 
ting up administrative machinery 
for the Columbia river Bonneville 
power and navigation project and 
providing for a survey of Boulder 
Dam power rates. 

"It is a goofl bill," said Chair¬ 
man Joseph Mansfield (D.-Tex.) 
after the committee voted out the 
measure which is a composite of 
four other Bonneville measures, 
under consideration for months. 

"I will a.sk for a rule for con- 
.sideration of the measure as early 
as possible.” 

Representatives of the Colorado 
river ba^n states, who fought 
among themselves over the Boul¬ 
der rider to the Bonneville meas¬ 
ure, termed the bill "sati.sfactory." 
Californians said they felt confi¬ 
dent a study of rates would show 
Boulder Dam contractors were be¬ 
ing discriminated against. 

Upper Colorado river basin 
states rcpre.sentatives said tbe 
study of Boulder rates authorized 
in the bill "will at least give us 
a chance to be heard." 

Before finally approving the bill 
the committee killed a paragraph 
providing for the establishment of 
uniform interest rates on amorti¬ 
zation charges on all federal 
projects. 


Italy Seeks Control 
Of Sea Oft Libya 


ROME. (,T’I —P r e m i e r Benito 
Mussolini, as minister of marine, 
and King Vittorio Emanuele signed 
a decree late yesterday making 
Tripoli the base of a new naval 
center commanding sea passage to 
the Suez Canal. 

The new naval center will be 
commanded by an admiral with au¬ 
thority over a squadron strong 
enough to control the seaways 
along the entire Libyan coast, the 
route of Great Britain’s "empire 
life line." 

The Tripoli base will be one of 
several centers comprising an Ital¬ 
ian naval administration to be 
known as the "superior command.”

Raising oranges is not just a | 
matter of waiting for the golden ; 
fruit to ripen and then turning j 
it into a stream of silver dollars. , 
Not this year, anyway. Coopera- ^ 
tive lending association records j 
have revealed that fruit in groves ' 
in widely senarated parts of the 
county in rase after case will be 
a total or near-total loss. 

Take the case record of a 60- 
acre grove in southern Otange 
county for example. The trees 
were loaded with golden fruit. ( 
which looked Just as good' as it I 
ever had. The pickers went into , 
the grove and plucked 10,000 boxes j 
of Valencia oranges feom the trees 


Tragic Ifiscuvtry 
But that picking revealed a 
tragic fact. Seventy per cent of, 
those 10,000 'ooxes of oranges, 
were not good enough even for , 
by-products I They went to the i 
durnp! Truckload after truckload I 
of the oranges were thrown away, t 
There wasn't enough juice in them 
to pay to juice them. And they , 
were 'goo<i for nothing else. Hut | 
that wasn't the worst of it. Out ^ 
of the 30 ner cent of the remain- 
ing boxes out of the 10 . 000 , the ; 
glower got less than 1500 jiacked , 
boxes of orchard run grade and 


lower. 

Things were even blacker for 
the owner r,f a fine 20 -acre grove 
in the Anaheim district, Origi^I 
estimates placed his crop at 0000 
boxes cf fruit. Rut as a result 
of the free '40 the estimate flropped 
to 5500 field boxes prior to the 
first picking. Now the estimate 
has dropped to approximately 
3000 boxes. And the grower has! 
been informed that there i.s no j 
market value to the fruit. There- I 
fora the crop in this grove is a 
total loss. I 


Others Hit, Too 

There are many other such cases 
on record, but these are typical j 
of the plight of many citrus grow-; 
ers throughout the county. 

Orange county has 57,675 acres 
of bearing vaicneias, w h i c h 
brought an income of .XI9.4!t.3,520 
into the county last year. Agri¬ 
cultural Commissioner D. VV. 
Tubbs estimates that the county 
a.s a whole will market about half 
of its Valencia crop. Jn onier to 
equal the total income of last 
year, pi Ices must be about twice I 
as good as they were last year. 

But it is 'not only Valencia 
growers who were hard hit in so 
many cases; the lemon grov.-ers 
also suffered. The lemon crop 
brought in .$3 355 980 last year. 
Persons close to the industry es¬ 
timated that probably but 20 per 
cent of the lemon crop will be 
marketed. In many cases the 
fruit is not even picked from the 
trees in groves where the cold 
wave has destroyed the entire 


crop.

Using a carload of potatoes in 
carrying out a to.st run, Dr. Herty 
say.s he learned sweet potatoes 
ri'adily arlapt thcm.selves by mulch¬ 
ing into a mash easily handled 
for fermentation. To this, he said, 
was added fermentation products 
and alcohol was poured off. The 
lesidue tested 29.5 per cent and 
the scientists said it was found 
excellent for stock feed.

CHICAGO. (JP) — Producer Mike 
Jacobs pulled the curtain on an- 
i other act of his heavyweight show 
! today and out on the stage— 
j badge, nightstick and all—walked 
' Officer James J. Braddock, late 
heavyweight champion of the 
world. 

Jacobs insisted that if Max 
Schmeling hopes to get a match 
at the new titleholder, Joe Louis, 
the German first will have to meet 
Braddock, which appears to make 
Jersey Jim "policeman” to the title 
he lost this week to the Brown 
Bomber. 

Other developments were (1) 
that Louis has an offer of 42H per 
cent of the gate receipts, with a 
.$75,000 guarantee to meet Jack 
(Canary) Doyle or Lcn Harvey in 
Wembley stadium, London, next 
August, and (2) Braddock and 
Max Baer, the playboy ex-heavy- 
weight champion, will fight in Au¬ 
gust, either here or In Los An¬ 
geles, 

Back of the sudden renewed 
burst of promotional activity on 
the part of Jacobs—who .seems to 
have the heavy situation well un¬ 
der control—apparently wa.s a de¬ 
side to do something about the 
"synthetic championship” battle 
between Schmeling and Tommy, 
Farr, British titleholder, ten¬ 
tatively set for Aug. 9 at London's , 
White City arena. 

Jacobs had planned a joint pro¬ 
motion with Gen. A. C. Critchley 
of White City to match Farr with 
the winner of the Louis-Braddock | 
engagement, but the White City' 
group lined up Farr to meet 
Schmeling for the "title,” infer-1 
ring, of course, that Schmeling was ! 
champion by virtue of once knock¬ 
ing out Louis and then being 
walked out on by Braddock last 
June 3. 

With the Idea being that any 
match involving Louis might 
"chill” the Farr-Schmeling event, 
Jacobs said he was .seriously con¬ 
sidering the Loiiis-Harvey-Doyle 
offer.

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Mutilation of Bodies 
Charqed in Actions 


LOS ANGELES, (.'Pi Three 
suits for damages totaling $110,- 
000 were filed yesterday against 
Glendale Memorial Park, a ceme¬ 
tery, variously charging mutila¬ 
tion of bodies and wrongful dis¬ 
charge of an employe in that con¬ 
nection. 

One suit charged that work was 
so negligently done in interring 
the body of Benjamin S. Quick 
that the grave box collapsed and 
the casket and body were muti¬ 
lated. In another complaint, rela¬ 
tives of the late James P. Webber 
charged similar negligence and re¬ 
sults in his burial. 

James J. Ma.son, a laborer, filed 
the third suit, asking $10,000 dam¬ 
ages on the ground that he was 
discharged when he refused to de¬ 
molish a grave box and body con¬ 
trary to law. Mason said he was 
ordered to open a grave. He said 
he found a body already buried 
there and was ordered to destroy 
it. but refused to do so 

The plaintiff relatives and dam¬ 
ages they seek follow: Mattie 
(^uiek. $20,000: Sherman Quick,

NEW YORK. IJPI —Most divisions 
of trade were adjusted to a stead¬ 
ier rate of progress this week, Dun 
& Bradstreet said today in its sum¬ 
mary of trade and business. 

"Industrial operations shed a 
fraction or two,” the agency re¬ 
ported, "but the major units re¬ 
vealed little retrogression, except 
for the interference encountered in 
localized strike centers. More 
numerous requests for summer 
merchandise contributed heavily to 
the expansion of wholesale volume, 
fall buying being confined chiefly 
to lines on which higher quotations 
were posted.” 

In spite of .a four-week strike 
siege, steel plants continued opera¬ 
tion at 75.9 per cent of capacity, 
which was off 0.7 per cent from 
last week but still remained a/iead 
of the 70.2 per cent of capacity 
output for the like period in 1936, 
the resume stated. 

Retail trade, stimulated by va¬ 
cation requirements and warm 
weather, reflected increased de¬ 
mands for gingham frocks, plaid 
linen jacket suits, hand bags, shoes 
and millinery, the review con¬ 
tinued. Sales in men’s suits were 
highest since Easter. Volume was 
mainly in gabardines, tropical 
worsteds and flannels. 

Retail sales for the country as 
a whole gained 2 to 5 per cent over 
the preceding week and pushed 12 
to 22 per cent over the like 1936; 
week, the report said. 

In major areas gains over last 
year’s figures were: New England, 
10 to 18 per cent; East, 12 to 23; 
Northwest, 17 to 23; South, 15 to 
28; Southwest, 10 to 18; and Pa -1 
cific Coast, 7 to 17. |

until the stem wilts and breaks. 

Another group of chewing in¬ 
sects is the beetle. Varieties are 
the rose, cucumber, blister, and 
flea beetles, and rose weevil. 
’These are a little difficult to com¬ 
bat because they are able fre¬ 
quently to deposit their eggs be¬ 
fore they die. 

Grasshoppers and katydids eat 
the tender growth and sometimes 
the foliage, and eggs are found 
on stems or in the fallen leaves 
on the ground. Slugs and snails 
are quite often found infesting the 
garden, but they may be con¬ 
trolled with a good bait. 

Controlling Caterpillars and 
Beetles 

These types of insects that live 
by biting off and swallowing the 
plant tissues are controlled by 
poi.soned bait. The base for the.se 
poisons is usually an arsenate of 
lead, either as a dust or as a 
spray. The general proportion is 
one pound of arsenate of lead to 
ten gallons of water. This is good 
for caterpillars and beetles. 

For grasshoppers, slugs, snails, 
and cutworms, use a bait made up 
of Paris green or white arsenic 
(one ounce), one and one-quarter 
pounds of dry bran, four fluid 
ounces of molasses or syrup, one- 
half pint of water. 

For general garden convenience, 
there are a number of good baits 
already on the market. 


There are certain insects that 
eat plant tissues. 'This group In¬ 
cludes caterpillars and other 
worm-like forms, beetles, • and 
grasshoppers. ’They feed by bit¬ 
ing, chewing, and swallowing por¬ 
tions of the foliage of the plants. 

Sometimes, the flowers are at¬ 
tacked also. If the infestation is 
bad, a complete defoliation may 
occur. 

These ugly, obnoxious worms of 
the caterpillar type turn into the 
most beautiful butterflies. The 
caterpillar of the painted lady but¬ 
terfly feeds on the foliage of the 
hollyhock and calendula. Among 
the caterpillars are cabbage 
worms and loopela, hornworms, 
rosebud worms, corn earworms, 
woolybear caterpillars, webworms, 
leaf rollers, leaf tyers, bag worms, 
cutworms, etc. 

Each type of caterpillar feeds on 
certain, definite host plants, but 
regardless of the type of worm or 
plant, the same treatment will suf¬ 
fice.

Controller Harry B. Riley. They 
had pleaded not guilty and had 
demanded a trial by jury. 

Drop Charges 

But with their agreement to 
make restitution of SRA relief 
checks received while Logan was 
employed by the Griffith Con¬ 
struction company, the charges 
were dropped. 

Barton had signed complaints 
against the Logans, charging them 
with four counts of petty theft. 
The charges involved receiving 
$86.52 in SRA relief checks dur¬ 
ing March and April while Logan 
assertedly earned $166.50 work¬ 
ing for the construction firm dur¬ 
ing the .same period. 

I’lan Prosecution 

The investigators for the state 
have launched a campaign against 
relief chi.seling, and have threat¬ 
ened to prosecute all persons who 
fraudulently accept relief. 

Numerous ca.scs now are under 
investigation in the county, Bar¬ 
ton said. Purpose of the cam¬ 
paign is to reclaim all funds which 
have been received illegally by 
persons on relief. A majority of 
the cases investigated and prose¬ 
cuted concern persons who get 
private jobs and continue to ac¬ 
cept relief checks. Others con¬ 
cern tho.se who misrepresent their 
financial status in order to get 
government relief money.

Santa Anans can feel free to wear a satisfied smile 
these days over the fact that this is a pay-as-you-go city 
with a balanced budget. 

That is far more than the dwellers of many other 
municipalities in this fair land can brag about. 

Financial reports issued in the past few days by 
City Auditor Lloyd Banks show that income is rolling in 
heaviest in five years, that there is a cash surplus of 
$150,000 on hand and that the relatively small bonded 
indebtedness is paid off. 

When you consider that this sound and economical 
situation prevails despite unexpected expenses for repair¬ 
ing the outfall sewer and the five-cent slash in tax rate 
last year, it is easy to conclude that our municipal fi¬ 
nances are well administered. 

It is appropriate to point out here that the reports 
and statistical tabulations issued by Auditor Banks excel 
anything of the kind we have ever seen in the way of 
clarity and brevity. 

Frequently it is necessary to wade through a pile of 
figures as high as KVOE’s broadcasting pole in order to 
get at the financial situation of some political subdivisions. 

And when you finish wading you are still as far from 
being across the gap as you were when you started. 

Local taxpayers have a right to be glad that the 
fiscal affairs of this city are thriftily administered.

A total of $2,271,000 went into the pockets of the 
men and women engaged in manufacturing. 

And other groups getting a big figure includes the 
real estaters with $750,000 and the miners with nearly 
$500,000. 

There is a temptation often to feel that the quantity 
and price of citrus alone determine the keynote of busi¬ 
ness in Orange county.

The 
item app<-ared to be a routine ap- 
yijintmenl, and iieyond a js-rfunc- 
tory glance neither the .senate nor 
the [iress gallc ry [laid any further 
attention to it. 

It warranted elo.ser scrutiny. 
Behind the appoinlinent was one 
of tho.se whO'Ls-within-wheels in- 
tiigues tliat .'■o frequently aerom- 
pany tin. filling of an important 
government position. 

The h hind-the-.scene.s actors in 
I ids rase were Harvey (’ouch, for- 
nii'r niendjer of the KFG an-i 
Arkansas' No. I utility and rail¬ 
road tycoon; smne Arkansas lalior 
leaders viohnlly hoslili' to Courh; 

Hamilton .Ilo.ses, a Gouch at¬ 
torney: Kenator Jia- Robin.son. 
former law partner of .Moses, and 
Mrs. Hattie Caraway, Arkansas' 
junior U. .S. senator. 

Whether 'rrinihlc was Robin¬ 
son’s first eholee is not known. 
Certainly he was not Gourh's. 
.Mo.ses was hi.s man.
